1 . Claims 1-36 are allowable over the prior art of record.

Applicant has claimed uniquely distinct features in the instant invention which are not found in 
the prior art either singularly or in combination. They are customized web site access system, 
comprising wherein the composer is adapted to provide a plurality of list acceptance 
methodologies, and wherein the plurality of list acceptance methodologies comprises manual 
entry via a user interface portion of the composer and automatic entry by a query-based. These 
features are not foimd or suggested in the prior art. 

The closest prior arts Craig and King discloses a conventional display the presentation 
slides located at the URLs designated by the instructor and displayed via the Web browser; either 
singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or render the above underline limitation obvious.
